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On  Friday  last,  George  Hancock,  labourer, 
was  apprehended  by  Sergeant  Ellender,  at 
Beltinge,  on  a warrant,  charged  with  as- 
saulting James  Hancock,  his  brother,  at 
that  place,  on  Aug.  15th  last.  Prisoner  at 
the  time  did  not  appear  in  answer  to  the 
summons, and  was  convicted  and  sentenced 
to  14  days’  imprisonment,  without  the  op- 
tion of  a fine.  He,  however,  absconded, 
and  only  recently  returned.  Prisoner  was 
conveyed  to  Canterbury  gaol  to  undergo 
the  sentence.

The  bridge  at  Westbrook  belonging  to 
the  London  and  Chatham  and  Dover 
Railway  Company  was  the  scene  of  a slight 
outbreak  of  fire  on  Thursday  afternoon, 
which  it  is  surmised  was  caused  by  sparks 
from  a passing  engine  falling  between  the 
timbers  of  the  structure,  as  was  the  case 
some  years  since.

The  minutes  of  the  previous  ordinary 
and  special  meetings  were  confirmed  as 
were  also  the  minutes  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee meeting. 

MEDICAL  officer’s  REPORT. 

Dr.  Robinson  reported  that  during  the 
last  quarter  of  1895,  18  births  and  14 
deaths  were  registered  in  the  district. 
Upon  an  estimated  population  of  4,513, 
the  birth-rate  was  equal  to  15-9,  and  the 
deathrate  to  I2’4  per  thousand  per  annum. 
Of  the  various  causes  of  death  6 were  re- 
ferred to  diseases  of  the  lungs',.  2 to  heart 
disease,  1 enteric  fever,  1 diarrhaea,  and  4 
to  old  age  and  other  constitutional  causes. 
Three  of  the  deaths  occurred  under  1 year 
of  age,  two  between  15  and  25’,  six  between 
25  and  65,  and  three  at  65  and  upwards. 
The  infant  mortality  was  equal  to  16-6  of 
the  number  of  children  born  during  the 
quarter.  During  the  year  1895  the  number 
of  births  registered  was  87,  the  deaths 
during  the  same  period  being  62.  The 
birth  rate  was  equal  to  19-2,  and  the  cor- 
rected death  rate  i2'S  per  1,000.  Of  the 
various  causes  of  death,  17,  including  5 
from  consumption,  were  registered  to 
diseases  of  the  lungs,  10  heart  disease,  4 
diarrhma,  2 diphtheria,  1 enteric  fever,  1 
whooping  cough,  1 influenza,  1 injury,  and 
25  to  old  age  and  other  constitutional 
causes.  The  death  rate  from  the  chief 
zymotics  was  equal  to  1-77  per  thousand, 
that  from  notifiable  diseases  being  o-66  per 
i,oou  of  the  population.  Nine  of  the 
deaths  occurred  at  under  1 year  of  age,  7 
between  1 and  5,  three  between  5 and  15, 
three  between  15  and  25,  nineteen  between 
25  and  65,  and  21  at  upwards  of  65  years 
of  age.  Infant  mortality  was  equal  to  10-3 
per  cent,  of  the  number  of  children  born 
during  the  year.  Under  the  Notification 
Act,  49  cases  of  sickness  were  reported,  25 
of  which  were  referred  to  scarlet  fever,  20 
to  diphtheria,  3 enteric  fever,  and  one  to 
erisipylas.  As  the  usual  report  would  be 
furnished  through  the  Joint  Committee  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  it  was  only 
■ecessary  to  say  here  that  the  revelations 
resulting  from  the  investigations  made  into 
the  various  outbreaks  of  disease,  showed 
how  a watering  place  might  suffer  from 
the  importation  of  maladies  of  an  infectious 
character,  and  further  illustrated  the  neces- 
sity of  continuing  the  systematic  investi- 
gation and  survey  which  had  been 
instituted  by  the  Council,  and  the  desira- 
bility of  substituting  modern  glazed  pipes 
in  lieu  of  the  faulty  old  barrel  drains  which 
still  did  duty  in  many  localities. 

THE  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  THE  HOARD 
SCHOOLS. 

The  Medical  Officer  referred  to  the 
•sanitary  condition  of  the  Board  Schools, 
and  stated  there  were  two  ventilators  from 
ihc  school  drainage  the  summits  of  which 
were  so  low  that  the  effluvia  was  likely  to 
lie  drawn  into  the  school  through  an  open 
window  and  also  through  the  ventilators 
on  the  roof.  The  closets  so  long  as  they 
were  kept  well  and  regularly  flushed,  and 


in  times  of  epidemics  charged  with  tlisin 
fectants,  were  alright. 

Councillor  Page  : Is  there  any  prov  ;ior 
made  for  systematic  flushing. 

Dr.  Robinson  said  it  had  been  done  -bi 
hand.  If  it  were  not  for  the  drfficuFy'o 
keeping  it  in  order  there  was  a system  b) 
which  the  closets  might  be  flushed  auto 
matically,  which  he  preferred. 

Councillor  Mobbs  thought  an  automatic 
system  existed. 

Dr.  C.  K.  Bowes  : It  certainly  did  exist. 
I asked  the  Clerk  how  they  were  flushed 
and  he  told  me  Hamilton  (the  caretaker) 
did  them  three  times  a day. 

Councillor  Farley  said  there  was : an 
automatic  arrangement  which  discharged 
30  gallons  at  a time. 

The  matter  was  left  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

In  the  course  of  the  consideration  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector's  report  this  subject  Was 
brought  up  and  created  very  considerable 
discussion. 

Councillor  Farley  condemned  the  pre- 
sent lax  system  with  regard  to  the  Sea- 
street  Cottages,  which  he  considered  were 
let  to  people  who  could  well  afford  to  pay 
for  their  cases  to  be  sent  to  the  proper 
hospital  at  Herne,  with  the  result  that  thi 
Council  were  put  to  the  expense  of  payin; 
for  patients  too  poor  to  do  so  themselves 
He  urged  the  Council  to  grasp  the  matte 
and  deal  with  it  at  once. 

Councillor  White  moved  that  a specia 
meeting  of  the  Council  be  held  to  conside: 
the  question  of  the  hospital  accommoda 
tion  of  the  district. 

Councillor  Page  said  he  had  mud 
pleasure  in  seconding,  as  he  considered  the 
present  charges  for  admission  into  the 
Blean  Isolation  Hospital  were  monstrous 
He  thought  they  ought  to  retain  the  Sea> 
street  Cottages  for  themselves  in  case  o 


emergencies. 

The  Chairman  thought  the  motion 
good  one  because  the  sooner  it  was  dis 
cussed  the  better.  He  was  in  favour  c 
their  having  a hospital  of  their  own. 

The  resolution  was  agreed  to  unani 
mously. 

THE  HOUSE  TO  HOUSE  INSPECTION. 
The  Inspector  stated  that  owing  to  thi 
great  increase  in  his  work  he  found  it  im 
possible  to  give  the  necessary  time  to  thi 
matter  of  such  importance  as  the  house  t< 
house  visitation  of  the  district ; and  hi 
asked  the  Council  to  relieve  him  of  thi 
work. 

Councillor  Hogbin  said  the  work  wai 
never  contemplated  when  Mr.  Palme! 
became  their  Inspector  and  Surveyor.  It 
was  a very  special  work  and  wanted  to  be 
done  effectually.  It  was  easy  for  the 
Inspector  to  carry  out  an  ordinary  inspec- 
tion but  this  was  of  a special  nature  and 
required  special  attention.  He  felt  certain 
when  it  was  proposed,  that  their  Surveyor 
could  not  carry  out  these  extra  duties.  He 
thought  they  should  appoint  an  extra  man 
temporarily  for  some  three  or  four  months. 

Councillor  Farley  said  it  was  a case  of 
having  one  man  for  two  offices.  They  took 
him  ’ away  from  his  other  work  and 
appointed  him  Sanitary  Inspector  at  an 
increased  salary  and  he  could  not  carry 
out  the  two  properly. 

The  Inspector  said  he  brought  the 
master  forward  because  he  thought  it 
should  be  got  on  with  more  rapidly  than 
at  present. 

Councillor  Rowden  thought  the  Inspec- 
tor was  doinK  the  work  nicely  and  gently. 
They  did  not  want  to  ruffle  everybody  at 
once  the  wrong  way. 

Councilior  Iggulden  : How  many  in- 
spections has  Mr.  Palmer  reported  upon 
now  ? 

The  Inspector  : Twenty-five. 

Councillor  Iggulden  : And  how  man' 
are  there  to  take  place  ? 

The  Chairman  : About  1,200. 

Councillor  Page  did  not  consider  thi 
Surveyor  should  hold  the  two  offices  anc 
he  had  suggested  they  have  a man  t( 
devote  the  whole  of  his  time  to  the  dutie: 
of  Inspector. 

Councillor  Farley  thought  the  questior 
of  appointing  extra  assistance  should  b( 
on  the  agenda  for  the  next  meeting  anc 
further  discussion  be  deferred. 

This  was  agreed  upon. 

THE  COUNCIL  AND  CLINICAL  RESEARCH. 

The  Vice-chairman  proposed  that  the 
Council  subscribe  to  the  Clinical  Research 
Asssociation  as  recommended  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  He  thought 
that  they  could  have  no  doubt  about  the 
benefit  of  that  arrangement  when  they 
considered  only  5/-  was  necessary  for 
them  to  become  members  of  the  Associ- 
ation and  claim  all  the  benefits  which 
would  accure  from  k.  The  fees  for 
examination, were  very  small  indeed,  and 
he  noticed  m Dr.  Robinson’s  letter  as  read 
at  the  last  meeting  of  .the  Council  there 
must  have  been  some  little  misunderstand- 
ing aiiout  it  for  this  reason,  if  the  resolu- 
tion was  carried  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  would  be  able  to  send  specimens 
for  examination,  and  it  would  be  for  their 
Medical  Officer  to  send  them.  I-Ie 
gathered  it  was  their  impression  that  any 
Medical  man  attending  a case  could  send 
specimens,  but  it  was  not  a fact.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  simply  asked 
them  to  subscribe  to  the  Association  as 
recommended  by  the  East  Kent  Joint 
Committee  so  that  he  in  the  interest  of  the 
public  health  might  be  able  to  determine 
any  doubt  as  to  what  might  be  the 
matter. 

Councillor  Barnwell  seconded. 

Dr.  Robinson  stated  that  most  author- 
ities had  adopted  it.  He  believed  Blean 
to  be  the  only  exception. 


The  Chairman  asked  whether  it  would 
be  the  duty  of  the  Medical  Officer  to  come 
down  and  examine  any  cases  and  send 
specimens  to  the  Association. 

Dr.  Robinson  replied  that  it  would  be 
done  in  conjunction  with  the  Medical 
attendant,  with  the  consent  of  the  parent 
of  course.  He  would  not  attempt  to  do  it 
Without,  and  if  he  thought  the  public 
health  was  jeopardised  in  any  case  he 
would  reckon  to  do  so.  If  the  Council 
liked  they  could  limit  the  number  so  as 
not  to  put  them  to  any  great  expeuse 

Councillor  Farley  : It  is  not  a question 
ot  the  cost  of  membership,  but  the  expense 
of  sending  the  specimens.  What  is  the 
cost. 

Dr.  C.  K.  Bowes  : Diphtheria  7/6 

Councillor  Page  thought  it  a matter 
entirely  for  the  Medical  profession.  He 
did  not  think  the  Council  should  be  called 
upon  at  all. 

The  Vice-chairman  : You  are  quite 
wrong  Councillor  Page.  It  is  not  for  the 
interest  of  the  Medical  profession.  This 
subscription  is  in  the  interest  of  the 
Council  and  the  community  at  large.  We 
doctors  as  private  individuals  are  members 
ourselves,  and  we  can  do  as  we  like. 

Councillor  Page:  And  in  any  case  which 
came  under  your  notice? 

The  \ ice-Chairman  : That  is  a matter 
the  council  have  nothing  whatever  to  do 
with.  The  question  is  whether  they  will 
give  their  Medical  Officer  of  Health  the 
opportunity  of  applying  to  this  Associa- 
tion to  assist  him  in  carrying  out  his 
duty. 

The  motion  was  carried,  Councillor 
Page  not  voting. 

THE  CONDITION  QF  BRUNSWICK  HOUSE. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  reported  that 
the  notice,  calling  upon  the  owner  of 
Brunswick  House  to  put  that  building  into 
a sanitary  condition,  had  not  been  com- 
plied with. 

Considerable  discussion  ensued,  and 
eventually  the  Inspector  was  directed  to 
report  again. 

The  Vice-chairman  proposed  the  Medi-  ! 
cal  Officer’s  report  be  adopted.  This  was 
seconded  by  Councillor  White,  and  carried 
unanimously. 

The  Medical  Officer  suggested,  that 
owing  to  several  cases  of  tonsilitis  among 
the  infants  of  the  Board  School,  the  School 
Board  be  written  to  and  advised  to  have 
the  children  medically  examined,  and  on 
the  motion  of  Councillor  White,  seconded 
by  the  Vice-chairman, this  was  unanimous- 
ly agreed  to.

Cathedral  have  obtained  a majority  in  the 
•Consistory"  of  the  Huguenot  Church  to 
nake  an  agreement  with  them  to  leave  the 
ime-honoured  spot  where  they  and  their 
athers  have, under  Royal  protection, so  long 
vorshipped — the  Crypt  of  the  Cathedral 
ind  to  meet  in  the  less  comfortable  apart- 
nent  known  as  the  Black  1 rince  s 
Chantry.  The  majority,  we  are  informed, 
insisted  chiefly  of  non-descendants  of  the 
Huguenots,  and  some  doubt  exists  in  con- 
sequence as  to  their  legal  right  to  repre- 
sent the  French  Protestant  Refuges.  At 
any  rate,  a loyal  minority  have 
been  deprived  of  their  undoubted 
right  to  worship  in  the  Crypt.  The 
Church  “Councillors,”  who  have  rigidly 
refused  to  sign  the  agreement  to  surrender 
their  claim  to  the  Crypt,  it  should  to  their 
honour  be  known,  are  Messrs  G.  Le 
Fevre,  A.  Barren,  and  E.  Beasley— Elders 
and  Conductors,  as  they  are  officially 
described  in  the  documents  of  the  Refugee 
Church— and  Mr. Peter  Duthoit, a Deacon, 
all  descendants  of  the  faithful  Huguenots. 
Other  members  of  the  Consistory  have 
also  refused  to  sign,  i hese  are  Dr. Curtis, 
Mr.  West,  and  Mr.  Small.  The  faithful 
members  of  the  Consistory  desire  to 
register  their  solemn  protest  in  words 
worthy  of  their  persecuted  ancestors,  and 
they  certainly  are  entitled  to,fhe  gratitude 
and  approval  of  all  consistent  Protestants 
throughout  the  world.
